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6. Nor is any provision made for the protection of classified 
information or information protected pursuant to statute with respect 

to the various reports to be published by the Commission. See Sections 
1802, 1803, 1804, 1805, and 1806. 

7. Further, I think the requirement to publish Commission recom- 
mendations pertaining to an agency in the Federal Register , entertain 
public comment thereon, and publish agency reaction to both in the 
Register [Section 1806(e)] is simply not compatible with the conduct of 
classified research. 

8. Unlike S. 1893, this bill makes no provision whatever for 
Human Investigation Research Boards. Query whether this means that 
such boards will simply cease to exist, or whether that function will be 
transferred elsewhere . 

9. In sum, I believe the bill is simply not acceptable to this Agency 

in its present form. The Agency must either seek to change the provisions STAT 

discussed, or seek an exemption from the bill. 
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
